Soy brans. peanutH and bananas 
may rank among the world’s most 
important sources of food and the 
consumption of fish will increase tre¬ 
mendously In the next century, 
thinks Dr. Samuel P. Prescott, head 
of the department of biology at Mas !| 
rarhusetts Institute of Technology. 

Speaking on "The World’s Food 
Supply—Its Sources and Preserva¬ 
tion,” Dr. Prescott revtaled that nn-i 
turn! scientists, looking 100 years Into 
the future, are already searching the 
earth for new sources of food and 
seeking means of conserving the 
known sources to avert a shortage in 
the next century. 

It Ms estimated, he said, that the 1 
I nlled States with a population of ap¬ 
proximately 110,000,000 now, pro-1 
duces only enough food to feed a 
population of about 1 10,000,000. The! 
fact that the world’s population has 
doubled In 60 years, he pointed out 
Is an indication of the importance 
of losing no time .in finding new 
sources of foods and using the pres-' 
ent supply more effectively. 

Tho first great retrenchment in 
the world’s food supply will romo in 
meat. Dr. Prescott declared, in fore¬ 
casting that the present generation 
may live to see a great proportion of 
its meat coming from the tundras of 
the Arctic and the countries of the 
tropics, where the goat and some types 
of cattle can be raised. 

Land in the temperate zone now 
used for cattle raising will in the 
future be given over to intensive agri¬ 
cultural purposes wherever soil con¬ 
ditions and water supply will permit. 

Corn will probably be more gener¬ 
ally used as human food in the fu¬ 
ture, and additional use will be 
made of grains now often scorned, 
he said. Alrendy a palatable flour 
is being made from bananas, which 
have practically the samo nutritive 
value ns potatoes, and rucli flour may 
find use In connection with cereals in 
supplying carbohydrates, according to 
Dr. Prescott. 


May Benefit Agriculture

Blossoming Trees Transform Main 
Routes Into Shady Avenues 

A vision of highways transformed 
Into shady uvenues of flowering trees 
is created by the suggested improve¬ 
ments lor the new arterial roads that 
are appearing in all parts of England. 
When these were first constructed it 
was found that, though they served 
their main purpose well, they still ap¬ 
peared broad, smooth tracks without 
any cluims to beauty. 

Under the Roads Improvement Act, 
passed In August, 1925, it is possible 
to remedy this fault iu several ways. 
The most practicable method, and one 
that has already been adopted in cer¬ 
tain Instances, is to line the bare 
stretches with blossoming trees plant¬ 
ed at short intervals.

These questions were placed before 
Premier King and Mr. I. S. Ewart,

“I Just wonder if you boys are con¬ 
tent to stop at home when there are 
wonderful chances in Canada waiting 
you. As you are no doubt aware. 
Western Canada Is noted for farming, 
grain and dairy produce, and there are 
immense tracts of land awaiting cul¬ 
tivation. Why not come to Sunny Al¬ 
berta and go In for farming? 

"To any who are considering this 
step, l will give some useful informa¬ 
tion. In tin- first place, 1 would ad¬ 
vise sluiLytrg firming conditions !n 
this countr\ at an> of the three agri¬ 
cultural . < bools in Alberta Vermilion, 
Olds or Clci 'sholm. As my experi¬ 
ence has been gained at Vermilion. 1 
will describe that school, though the 
other two are identical with Verinil? 
ion. The session starts on or about 
25th October and finishes on the 25th 
March. Even though a student on 
commencing has absolutely no knowl¬ 
edge of farming, he leaves the school 
with valuable knowledge which will 
stand him In good stead when he 
starts farming on his own. Team 
work (driving horses), cow barn work, 
feeding the stock, blucksir.ithlng and 
carpentry. Instruction In use of farm 
Implements, and lectures on farm tne 
chanies, farm management, soil chem¬ 
istry. dairying, etc. 

"Nothing is omitted, and at the end 
of the term, the. students are placed 
on suitable farms, i»ersonally selected 
by the principal of the school. The 
tuition Is quito free, but the student is 
required to furnish money for his* 
board during the five months, $155. and 
also money for personal use. There 
are plenty of social activities at the 
school—dances, skating parties, Ice 
hockey games, literary activities, etc. 
Suitable accommodation Is provided 
for students at houses in town, those 
being |H*isonally selected by the prin¬ 
cipal.” 


turnips and other veget¬ 
able crops, as well aa many plnnts In 
the flower gardens, aro often seriously 
Injured by plant lice or aphids. There 
aro many different kinds of these 
plant lico in Canada. Some are grocn, 
othor dark colored, and some red. They 
are all sucking Insects and live solely 
on the Juice which they extract from 
their host plunts. Sumo kinds feed 
on tho under sldo of tho foliage, others 
cluster on the stems of plants, nnd 
others again aro found attacking tho 
roots. Plants should bo examined at 
frequent intervals and when the In¬ 
serts aro first noticed they should bo 
sprayed with a contact lnsecticldo 
such os kerosene emulsion, whale oil 
soap, or a tobacco preparation. Trade 
preparations of nicotine are sold by all 
seedsmen. Whale oil soap Is used 
at the rate of one pound to four gal¬ 
lons of warm water for black aphids, 
and ono pound to six gallons for green 
ones. To mako kerosene emulsion, 
uso two gallons of kerosene to one 
gallon of water and half a pound of 
soap. Heat the water and dissolve 
the soap In It, then pour In the kero¬ 
sene, churning violently until a thick 
creamy emulsion Is produced. This 
makes a stock solution which cools 
Into a jelly-like mass. When requir¬ 
ed for use, dilute with nine times Its 
measure of warm w r ater. The Insec¬ 
ticides must be applied so as to reach 
the places where the Insects are clus¬ 
tered. Only tho plant lice which are 
actually hit by tho spray will be kilted. 


Polar Flight* Should Stimulate Use Of 

Aircraft For Commercial Purpose*

account of his flight from Spitsbergen

The vexing question, "Who won tho 
war?” has been answered by the Stan¬ 
dard, a loading English newspaper In 
Buenos* Aires, Argentine. Recently 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion shipped 2,000 bushel* of pedigreed 
Marquis wheat and 2,000 bushels of 
pedigreed Banner oats from Moose Jaw 
to n seed firm In Buenos Aire*.

Vote Out The Party System! 

What caused the organized farmer to enter the political Held, and with the consent 
of the electorate, to take over the reins of govenment in / berta five years ago? 
Principally, the cynical disregard of the needs of western ( t.nada s greatest industry 
by party politicians, and the failure of the party governn * i t formerly in power to 
provide clean and efficient administration. 

Every other business and industry in Alberta is organized, and uses all the politi¬ 
cal pressure it can bring to bear to have its wishes passed iisto law. During the last 
session of Alberta Legislature, deputations representing organizations of manafactur- 
ers. labor unions, doctors, lawyers, dentists, livestock dealers, etc., put their views 
before the members of the house. This is right and proper, hut why are the farmers 
denounced for organizing for the purpose of securing represenation in the House. 
The reason is that the U. F. A. interfered with the working of the party system. 

Alberta is primarily an agricultural province. Legislative action is required to se¬ 
cure lower freight rates, encourage efficient marketing, build better roads, and gener ¬ 
ally secure the welfare and prosperity of the farming community. 

The party system would not be alive today but for the nucleus of city politicians 
who revive it at every election. Hundreds of city orators are speaking in every part 
of Alberta during this election, endeavoring to divide the farmers into opposing 
groups. The overtures made for a business government, with city repiesentatives co- 
operainting with rural members on non party lines have been rejected, except by 

labor. 

The party system has proved inefficient in administration as compared with the co¬ 
operative system. Here are some additional comparative figures,

ricultural Education, 1921. 320 students, $191,000, 1925, 360 students, $103,000
